Subject: —Import of Coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals and gums against exports 

of processed yam 

No. 38-ITC(PN)/59.—It hu.s been decided that effective from the quarter 
January—March, 1959 onwards, import licences against exports of processed yarn 
will be granted under the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Incentive Scheme 
in the manner specified below: — 

Exporters, exporting to any permissible destination, processed yarn, will be 
granted import licence for Import of coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals and gums as 
specified in the annexuro to the Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 31st 
October, 1958, upto 2 per cent (two percent) of the f.o.b. value of the exports sub¬ 
ject to the conditions that: — 

(i) the exporters of the processed yarn get themselves registered with the 

Textile Commissioner; 

(ii) the processed yam exported is not hand-spun yarn; and 

(lii) the Textile Commissioner, Bombay certifies the import entitlements on 
the exports so effected- 

2. Licences for Import as above will be granted by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, Bombay, only once in a quarter on the basi.s of exports 
effected in the preceding quarter on certification by the Textile Commissioner as 
provided in this Public Notice. These licences will be subject to the conditions 
applicable to Actual user licences. 

Subject: —Import of Coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals, gums and yam against 

exports of handloom fabrics 

No. 39-lTC(PN)/59.—It has been decided that effective from the quarter January— 
March, 1959, Import licences against exports of handloom cloth will the granted 
under the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Incentive Scheme in the manner 
specified below: — 

Exporters of handloom cloth whether organised in co-operative societies or 
otherwise, exporting such cloth to any permissible destination will be granted 
import licence for import of coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals and/or cotton yarn 
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of the counts and description us may be permissible tor import from time to time 
under the normal import policy at the rate ol; — 

(a) Rs. lU ^Rupees ten) tor every 100 (one hundred) yurds ot such cloth 

exported, it the export effected is in linear yards; 

or 

(b) Re. 7 ■ 50 (Rupees seven and fifty naye paise) on every 26 lbs, of such 

cloth exported, if the export effected is by weight; 

provided, however; — 

(i) the exporters of the handloom cloth get themselves registered with the 

Textile Commissioner. Bombay; 

(ii) the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, certifies the import entitlement on 

the exports so effected; 

(iiij the exporter gives an undertaking to the Textile Commissioner that the 
dyes, chemicals, etc., or yarn which he will be importing in accordance 
with the import entitlement determined as above, shall be sold at a 
premium not exceeding 20 per cent (twenty per cent) ot the c i.f. cost 
of the articles landed at any port in India, only to the manufac¬ 
turers ot handloom cloth for utilisation In further production ol 
handloom cloth tor export. 

2. Paragraph 2 ol the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 
10-lTC(PN)/5y dated the 10th February, 1959 may be deemed to have been 
cancelled. 

3. Licences tor import as above will be'granted by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, Bombay, only once in a quarter on the basis ot exports 
effected in the preceding quarter, on certllicatlon by the Textile Commissioner as 
provided in this Public Notice. 

Subject; — Import of CoaL-iar dyes, textile chemicals, gums and/or special kind 
of wrapping paper against exports of hand-printed cloth 

No. 40-ITC(PN)/5S). —It has been decided that efl’ective from the quarter 
January—March, 1969 onwards, import licences against exports of hand-printed 
cotton cloth will be granted under the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Incentive 
Scheme In the manner specified below: — 

Exporters, exporting to any permissible destination, hand-printed cloth, inclusive 
ot cloth produced on the handiooms, will be granted import licence for import of 
coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals and gum as specified in the annexure to the Public 
Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/58 dated the 31st October, 1958 and/or any special kind 
ot paper which i.s not Indigenously available and whit:h is specifically needed for 
the packing of the hand-printed cloth for export, at the rate of:-— 

(a) P'S. 10 (Rupees ten) for every 100 (one hundred) yards of such cloth 

exported, if the export effected is in linear yards; 

or 

(b) Rs. 7'50 (Rupees seven and fifty naye paise) on every 25 lbs, of such 

cloth exported, If the export effected is by weight; 

subject to the following conditions; — 

(i) the exporters of such hand-printed cloth get themselves registered with 

the Textile Commissioner, Bombay; 

(ii) the printing on the cloth (other than handloom cloth) has been done by 

hand at a factory or premises approved by the Central Excise 
Authorities; 

(iii) the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, certifies the import entitlement 

against exports of such cloth; 

(iv) In the case of an exporter claiming import entitlement on exports of 

hand-printed cotton cloth, he gives an undertaking to the Textile 
Commissioner that the dyes, chemicals, gum or paper, which he will 
be importing in accordance with the Import entitlement determined 
as above, shall be sold by him at a premium not exceeding 20% (20 
per cent) of the c.i.f. cost of the articles landed at any port in India, 
only to registered hand-printers of handloom cloth for utilisation in 
further production of hand-printed handloom cloth for export or to 
registered hand-printers of cotton cloth other than handloom cloth 
as the case may be;

(v) in the case of an exporter claiming import entitlement on exports ot 
hand-printed cloth (other than handloom cloth) he shall be entitled 
to the same only if the mill which bad manufactured the basic cloth 
which was subsequently hand-printed for export had not claimed any 
Import entitlement on the value of the basic cloth so printed and 
exported. 

2 . Licences for import a.s above will be granted by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Expo^s. Bombay, only once in a quarter on the basis of exports 
effected in the preceding quarter on certification by the Textile Commissioner as 
provided in this Public Notice.
